Referring  to  the  Nova  ConStellatio, 
1783,  pattern  piece  of  Robert  Morris,  of 
which  only  the  Mark  (270  gr.)  and  Quint 
( 130  gr.)  are  described  in  his  “Early  Coins 
of  America,”  p.  312,  Mr.  Crosby  says  “it  re- 
mains for  some  fortunate  investigator  to  dis- 
cover the  pieces  still  wanting  to  exhibit  the 
designs  of  the  dies  as  yet  unrepresented  in 
the  cabinets  of  our  numismatists,’’  but  it  is 
also  evident  from  the  context  that  Mr.  Cros- 
by had  very  little  hope  or  faith  in  the  possi- 
bility of  such  an  eventuality. 

Well,  the  discovery  has  been  metde,  and 
the  lucky  discoverer  of  the  i-io  mark  or  silver 
cent  is  Mr.  W.  E.  Woodward,  who  thus 
again  brings  his  name  prominently  before 
American  numismatists  and  proves  himself 
the  most  fortunate  as  vvellas  the  most  enter- 
prisiog  of  our  coin  dealers. 

Mr.  Woodward  obtained  this  coin  indi- 
rectly from  Sctoland,  where,  neglected  of 
not  quite  forgotten,  it  had,  for  many  years, 
formed  part  of  a small  collection.

Designed  by  Mr.  Charles  Osborne,  the  suc- 
cessful competitor  before  a committee  of  the 
Numismatic  Society,  appointed  at  the  request 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  select  the 
best  design  among  several  offered. 


This  medal  was  issued  to  members  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  only,  and  will  proba- 
bly be  rarely  offered  in  the  auction  room,  at 
least  for  the  present.  One  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-five are  said  to  have  been  struck.

U.  ; Lea  Ahlborn  be- 
low. 

Reverse : 'Jhe  seal  of  the  American  Nu- 

mismatic and  Archaeological  Society  in  the 
field  below,  from  behind  which  issue  heavy 
branches  of  oak  and  laurel  bending  upward, 
forming  a wreath.  Near  border.  President 
American  Numismatic  and  Archa!;ological 
Society;  within  the  wreath,  born  in  | New 
York  City  | Dec.  6,  1822,  | died  at  Bremen 
I June  7,  1883.  The  date  1884,  when  medal 
was  struck,  appears  near  border  below  seal. 
Size  43  ; 12  struck  in  silver;  65  in  bronze. 

The  execution  and  finish  of  this  medal  do 
great  credit  to  Miss  Ahlborn,  the  accom- 
plished artist  of  the  Swedish  Mint  ; it  is  in 
fact  a superb  medallic  monument,  but  alas, 
the  head  is  not  that  of  Anthon.  The  fore- 
■ head  lacks  breadth,  the  nose  is  too  aquiline, 

I it  gives  the  profile  the  martial  appearance  of 
: one  of  the  Danish  kings,  as  seen  on  crown 
j pieces.  The  expression  of  the  eye  and  cheek 
is  better,  but  still  not  strikingly  resembling. 

I It  is  a fine  and  expressive  portrait,  but  not  a 
! good  likeness.  Had  Miss  Ahlborn  had  one 
j of  the  photographs  of  Professor  Anthon,  taken 
Tn  1881  {such  a one  we  have  now  before  us), 

' her  work  would  have  varied  materially  from 
the  model  furnished  her.  Our  remarks  are 
not  intended  as  a criticism  of  the  committee 
who  had  the  matter  in  charge,  for  we  know 
that  their  hearts  and  souls  were  in  the  labor  of 
love  assigned  to  them.  It  is  simply  an  ex- 
pression of  our  individual  opinion  on  a subject 
in  which  all  members  of  the  American  Nu- 
mismatic Society  have  taken  the  deepest 
interest. 


i8o4  dollars. 

The  dollars  of  this  date  may  be  divided  into 
three  classes : 

1.  Genuine  issues  of  the  U.  S.  Mint  coined 
during  that  year,  of  which  2 varieties  are 
known,  both  with  the  lettered  edge. 

2.  Mint  restrikes  from  one  pair  of  original 
dies,  plain  edge. 

3.  Alterations  from  other  genuine  dollars. 

The  original  dies  of  the  1804  dollar  were 

destroyed  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
many  years  ago  ; there  is  not  the  slightest 
doubt  about  this,  and  the  fact  as  far  as  we 
know  has  never  until  recently  been  seriously 
doubted. 

The  Mint  restrikes  were  called  in,  and  sev- 
eral of  the  small  number  issued  to  collectors  ; 
in  fact,  all  that  came  back  to  the  Mint,  were 
destroyed,  as  can  be  proved  by  the  records  of 
that  institution. 

The  alteration  of  dates  of  genuine  U.  S. 
dollars  to  1804  are  quite  numerous,  but  a care 
ful  examination  ol  the  date,  when  recut,  or 
when  the  4 has  been  soldered  or  riveted,  and 
of  the  dies,  quickly  reveals  their  bogus  char- 
acter. Altered  dates  in  1804  dollars  can  only 
deceive  tyros  among  collectors. 

Soon  alter  their  issue,  and  at  a time  when 
there  were  very  few  collectors  in  the  United 
States,  several  1804  dollars  must  have  found 
their  way  into  French,  English,  or  Dutch  cab- 
inets. These,  valued  only  as  good  specimens 
of  the  American  dollar,  may  have  been  pre- 
served in  collections,  or  circulated  for  their 
intrinsic  value,  or  may  have  found  their  way 
into  the  melting-pot,  their  owners  entirely  un- 
conscious of  the  fact  that  a new  generation  of 
Americans,  enriched  by  a century  of  prosper- 
ity, the  masters  of  a continent,  were  eager 
hunters  and  collectors  in  the  field  of  their 
early  National  coinage,  and  were  paying  enor- 
mous sums  to  possess  certain  issues,  demon- 
strated to  be  of  the  utmost  rarity. 


By  dint  of  searching,  corresponding,  adver- 
tising and  public  notoriety,  three  or  four  1804 
dollars  have  been  discovered  abroad  and  have 
come  back,  but  it  does  not  follow  that  the 
supply  will  keep  pace  with  the  demand.  Quite 
to  rhe  contrary,  the  1804  dollar  is  now  much 
rarer  abroad  than  in  the  States,  and  the  few 
original  specimens  existing  here  will  con- 
tinue to  hold  their  own,  both  in  rarity  and 
price.

This  uncommonly  fine  and  large  collection 
attracted  marked  attention,  and  the  sale  drew 
together  from  every  part  of  the  Atlantic 
States  the  largest  gathering  of  coin  buyers  we 
have  ever  seen,  not  to  speak  of  the  indige- 
nous product  who  modestly  shrank  back  be- 
fore the  fierce  onslaught  of  the  daring  pro- 
fessional buyers.  In  face  ol  rather  harsh 
terms  of  payment  and  the  attempt  at  boycot- 
ting by  two  disappointed  brothers,  the  sale 
was  in  every  way  a great  success.  The  most 
remarkable  perhaps  of  all  the  rare  American 
coins  offered  was  the  large  pattern  cent  of 
I 792  by  Birch  (1058).  It  was  bought  by  Mr. 
Parmelee,  who  wrote  us  concerning  this:  “I 

now  have  a pair  of  them,  plain  and  lettered 
edge.”  A priced  list  of  the  sale  is  published 
by  Mr.  Haseltine,  aud  for  sale  by  him.  Tot- 
al proceeds  about  $5,250.

Foreign  Sales.  Among  the  many  cata- 
logues received  we  note  two  important  sales 
of  ancient  coins  recently  held  at  Milan,  Italy, 
both  catalogued  by  Giulio  Sambon.  The  sale 
of  the  Angelo  Remedi  collection,  3219  lots 
began  on  Jan.  7;  that  of  Amilcar  Ancona, 
3757  lots;  on  the  8th  same  mo.  Both  cata- 
logues besides  ancient  Greek  and  Roman 
coins  included  medieval  and  modern  coins  of 
Italy,  each  with  plates,  for  which  reason  prob- 
ably the  U.  S,  Customs  levied  a duty  of  40c 
on  each  catalogue  passing  through  the  mails 
into  this  country. 

We  note  these  sales  because  the  principal 
orders  came  from  New  York,  as  Mr.  Sambon 
expressed  it  to  our  correspondent,  in  number 
sufficient  to  carry  both  through  succesfully. 
It  is  probable  therefore  that  many  of  the 
coins  from  these  collections  will  soon  be  re-
